Last Febraury we took a stand in the Englewood 
School segregation fight. We protested the use of sit- 
down or sit-in tactics and pointed out that what was jus- 
tifiable in Southern states could not be justified in New 
Jersey because we have laws dealing with discrimination 
and segregation. 

Last February we suggested to Paul Zuber, attorney 
for the Negro parents that he take his case before the 
New Jersey Civil Rights Commission for a hearing. Mr. 
Zuber took the case before a Federal Judge and just. re- 
cently the judge ruled thatMr. Zuber had not exhausted 
all_of his local remedies and therefore the federal court 
would not hear the case. 


Now Mr. Zuber comes back to Englewood, this time! 


with all the pomp and glory of a victorious warrior. He 
threatens to turn the fine little community of Englewood 
into another Albany, Ga. He says Englewood will become 
an “armed camp” and threatens any Negro who fails to 
follow his leadership, Who does Mr. Zuber think he is 
intimidating? We have come a long way in New Jersey |

Proved ‘Ready Now!’ 


WASHINGTON, D. C—Two 
years ago Air National Guard 
units adopted the slogan, 
“Ready Now!” But it took the 
threat of a war and a partial 
mobilization to prove this to 
the public. 

For years, Air Guard Fight- 
er-Interceptor-squadrons had 
been flying five-minute alert 
missions for the Air Defense 
Command. Last year alone 
they performed nearly 20,000 
intercepts of unidentified air- 
craft. More recently, Air 
Guard C-97 Stratofreighter 
units had taken over heavy 
cargo assignments under the 
Military Air Transport Service 
(MATS), a mission that has 
taken Guardsmen to the far 


corners of the earth. These ~ 


units, both Fighter-Interceptor 
and Heavy Transport, were 


perfo ty in 


were flying missions identic: 
to those of the active U, S, 
Air Force and under Air 
Force control. 

But in spite of this record, 
the nation was largely unpre- 
pared for the events that 
took place following President 
Kennedy’s activation of 22,000 
Air Guardsmen last fall. 

In July, with the Berlin 
crisis growing almost daily, 
the President told the world 
he was planning to order into 
active duty a number of Air 
National Guard (ANG) air 
transport and tactical air 
squadrons, “to give us the 
airlift capacity and protection 
we may need.” 

On October ist most of 
these units were called. The 
six C-97 Air Transport Squad- 
rons immediately expanded to 
full strength and went into 
business on a full-time basis. 

With the ecco ee 
Squadrons, it was another 
matter. We needed tactical air 
support for our NATO ground 
forces in Europe and we 
needed it in a hurry. And this 
support had to come from the 
Air Guard. The world was 
stunned at the swiftness with 
which it came. 

Barely a month after their 
call-up, these Guardsmen were 
“on location’—in France, in 
Germany, and in Spain—and 
were engaged in the perform- 
ance of routine missions. They 
had merely flown more than 
200 jet aircraft across the 
Atlantic in the largest mass 
deployment of planes since 
World War II! 


flying vital tactical missions 
of NATO ground forces. 


These men had little or no 
overwater flying experience, 
and they were called upon to 
fly across the North Atlantic 
in wintery weather. Because 
of range limitations of their 
aircraft, it was necessary for 
them to fly via the Azores 
and via the Greenland-Iceland- 
Scotland routes, each calling 
for highly skilled navigation 
and control techniques. And 
they made it without an 
accident, 

Then, on November 1, three 
Fighter-Interceptor squadrons 
were called to duty. The 
“Tsland-Hopping” technique’ of 
the Tactical Fighter squadrons 
was beyond the capabilities of 
relatively short-range super- 
sonic F-104’s, 

So they disassembled their 
planes, loaded them into huge 
transports, and within only 
ten days these units were 
operating out of their over- 
seas bases. 

Never before had a reserve 
component performed such re- 
markable feats and never be- 
fore had such praise been 
forthcoming. Usually sparing 
of compliments General Curtis 
E. LeMay, Air Force Chief of 
Staff, perhaps best expressed 
the general reaction when he 
said: “All obstacles were over- 
come by ingenuity and deter- 
mination in spite of the 
extremely short preparation

“week-end warriors” from 
Tennessee and Arizona who 
were flying the F-104 Star-} 
fighters. But they soon learned! 
to respect them when radar! 
observers reported that these, 
men were able to get their 
jets into the air and to the) 
Iron Curtain border on train-! 
ing missions so fast that the 
Communist jets were often 
unable to react. Red planes 
were barely off the ground’ 
when the F-104’s were already 
on the way back to home 
bases. z 

They demonstrated their 
professionalism again last 
May, when the 15ist Fighter- 
Interceptor squadron from 
Nashville, Tenn., broke the Air 
Force-wide record for the 
number of flying hours in the 
F-104 during a given month, 
They flew their 1400-mph ~ 
Starfighters more than 836 
hours, exceeding the old USAF 
mark by more than 100. 

This achievement of main- 
tenance and operation „was 
made even more significant 
by the fact that the 151st was 
equipped with only 18 air- 
craft—7 short of normal.

Mr, Zuber appears most mili- 
tant and determined as he cor- 
rals his forces for the battle.

His decision came about after 
three Negro ministers here 
called upon their parishioners to 
boycott the rally in McKay Park 
(licensed by Recreation Direc- 
tor Thomas Norman). The min- 
isters are the Revs. J. Isiah 
Goodman of First Baptist 
Church; Walter Taylor of Gali- 
lee Methodist Church; and Clar- 
ence Richardson of 
Baptist Church. Rev. Goodman 
has pictured attorney Zuber as 
a “rabble rouser.”

NAACP Hails President’s 


Statement On Albany, Ga. 


NEW YORK — The National Association for the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple “deeply appreciates your forthright statement on Albany Ga.” NAACP Execu- 
tive Secretagyy Roy Wilkins said in a telegram to President Kennedy, Aug. 2. 


The telegram was in praise 
of the President’s characteri- 
zation of the Albany situation 
as “completely unsatisfactory” 
and the attitude of the city 
government as “wholly inex- 
plicable,” in response to a 
question raised at his press 
conference, Aug. 1. 

Mr. Kennedy made his re- 
marks within 48 hours after the 
NAACP leader had sent a wire 
calling upon the President “to 
speak out in condemnation of the 
persecution . . . of the Rev. Dr. 
Martin Luther King and his as- 
sociates for peacefully protest- 
ing racial injustice.” 

In his press conference, the 
President said: “I find it 

wholly inexplicable why the 
city council of Albany will not 
sit down with the citizens of 
Albany, who may be Negroes, 
and attempt to secure them, in 
a peaceful way, their rights. 

“The United States Govern- 
ment is involved in sitting 
down at Geneva with the So- 
viet Union. I can’t understand 
why the government of Albany 
. .. cannot do th» same for 
American citizens.” 

The President further said 
that the Federal Government 
would “try to provide a satis- 
factory solution and the protec- 
tion of the constitutional rights 
of the people of Albany... . And 
the situation today is completely 
unsatisfactory from that . point 
of view.” 

Denial of Rights 

In his telegram to the Pres- 

ident, dispatched on July 30, 


Mr, Wilkins charged that “The 


grievances have been denied 
and a community of 22,000 is 
being repressed in ruthless 
fashion . . . Practically on the 
eve of the 100th anniversary 
of the drafting of the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation, the Unit- 
ed States of America is wit- 
nessing in Albany, the flouting 
not only of that document, but 
of the Bill of Rights. This is a 
peril to all Americans and well 
warrants the attention of the 
President of all the people.” 
Previously, on July 28, the 
NAACP leader had sent a tele- 
gram to John Bailey, chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, expressing dismay that 
“no word of protest or dissent 
has been heard from Democratic 
National Committeeman James 
Gray, Albany publisher, over the 
vindictive treatment” of the 
civil demonstrators in his city. 

The jailings of Dr. King 
and others, the wire said, had 
been carried out with the “ap- 
parent acquiescence if not en- 
couragement of Committeeman 
Gray,” which “does not en- 
hance the image of the Dem- 
ocratic party among millions 
of Americans who are out- 
raged over the incredibly ar- 
rogant conduct of Albany of- 
ficials towards their Negro 
cititens. 

Branches Rallied 

Mr. Wilkins’ telegrams were 
followed up, July 31, by a letter 
sent to the Association’s 1,500 
branches in 48 states urging po- 
litical action on behalf of the Al- 
bany victims. 

The letter called upon the 
branches to: 

1. Wire their Representa- 
tives in Congress andl et them 
know “how you feel about 
throwing people in jail who 
peacefully protest racial injus- 
tice.” 

2. Send telegrams to Pres- 
ident Kennedy calling on him 
“to speak out against the 
Albany disgrace and to have 
the Department of Justice in- 
tervene.” 

3. Urge local and state 
leaders of both political par- 
ties “to impress upon then a- 
tional party leaders how Negro 
citizens feel about the Albany 


outrage.” E 
ki reks jii 
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der to roll up a heavy regis- 
tration for the fall elections. 
“The best way to back up Dr. 
King is to notify the candi- 
dates and parties that we in- 
tend to act at the ballot box 
next November in favor of the 
friends of freedom, regardless 
of party.” 

The NAACP, the letter points 
out, is among organizations in- 
cluded in the temporary re- 
straining order issued by United 
States District Judge J. Robert 
Elliott on July 20. Mrs. Ruby 
Hrley, the Association’s south- 
east regionals ecretary, was 
namd in the order. A hearing 


on a permanent injunction be- 
gan before Judge Elliott in Al- 
bany on July 30. Representing 
the defendants at the hearing 
was Donald L. Hollowell, Geor- 
gia NAACP attorney. 

The arrests of Dr, King and 
his associates, Mr. Wilkins 
said in his letter to branches, 
“is an attempt by the segrega- 
tionists to suppress all pro- 
tests and to keep conditions as 
they have been for 100 years, 
Therefore, the issue is more 
than one betweenD r. King 
or the NAACP on the one 
hand and the City of Albany 
on the other.”

“the greatest number of malcon-=

Negro and other minority 
groups. In some low income 
minoritye ommunities in New 
York, the number of youths 
out of school and out of work 
is as high as 70 per cent. 
He then challenged the NIA 
members “as successful busi-

Kennedy’s challenge was re- 
peated several hours later by 
Dı. Whitney M. Young, Jr., ex- 
ecutive director of the National 
Urban League. 

He warned that despite 
employment gains in many 
previously closed white collar 
jobs, the mass of Negro work- 
ers is in a precarious position, 
“Between 1950 and 1960, we 
did not improve our relative 
position as earners,” he said, 
“The average family income 
of Negroes remained at slight- 
ly over 50 per cent of the 
average for white families.” 
Young said the concentration 
of Negroes in big cities has 
caused a crisis in housing, 
schools and community services, 
He called on Negro busi- 
nessmen to support Urban 
League efforts to relieve the 
crisis. Many large corporations 
that give huge amounts to the 
League are now asking what 
wealthy Negroes are contribu- 
ting, Young disclosed.
